Wat ItecéAtijr Picked Up and Returned 
to the Owner—H*exas Heñs Are 
Making Trouble for the 
Big Egg Combine.

San Antonio, Texas, June 11.—In 
October, 1875, Fred Flynn, residing in 
Trpton connty, Indiana, was one of a 
hunting party that camped for a num­ 
ber of weeks on the Pecos river, in 
Texas, five miles or more east of the 
present town of Langtry. 
While hunting in the tnen wild part 
of Texas, Flynn lost a hunting knife 
which had been made for him by a 
blacksmith. 
By the use 
of 
acids, 
Flynn's name and address were cor< 
roded on the blade. 
Three ninths ago A. S. Anthony 
found the knife enclosed In the orig­ 
inal leather Fcabbard lying in the 
crevice of a rock. The scabbard hád 
so protected the blade that the name 
and address were still legible. 
A letter addressed to Flynn xt Tip­ 
ton, Ind., revealed the fact that he 
was still residing near that city and 
that he Was the man who had lost 
the knife daring the banting expedi­ 
tion. 
The knife and scabbard, the latter 
somewhat mailed by decay, were for­ 
warded to Flynn and in a recent let­ 
ter he acknowledged the receipt of 
them. 
v 
At the time the knife was lo*t, the 
Pecos valley was in the wild frontier 
of Texas and all kinds of big game 
was numerous. Since that time that 
part of Texas was made noted by 
Roy Bean, a primiive self-installed 
justice of the peace, who made fa­ 
mous "the law beyond the Pecos.” * 
Bean resided at Langtry, $ way 
station on the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road, was the proprietor of a frontier 
saloon and the famous law giver of 
that part of the country. 
While in 
that section in 1875, the party 
of 
which Flynn was a member camped 
on the ground where ILangtry now 
stands and much of the big game 
that was killed by the hunters Was 
brought in to this camp. 
They were a? so camped for a time 
near the site of the present high 
bridge on the Southern Pacific which 
spans the Pecos river a few miles east 
of Langtry. It was while on an ex­ 
pedition from this camp that Flynn 
lost the knife which was picked up 
by Anthony some weeks ago.
